This was Kenneth’s first visit to Webster City, 
the home of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal. After giving the shop 
the once over Kenneth inquired how far it might be out to Strath- 
more Farms and if it would be possible before dark on that hot 
afternoon to see some of the cattle. Of course there was time— 
and we took it. After visiting the barns where a few cattle were 
in fitting the next few hours were spent in the woodland pastures 
where the breeding cows and young calves were enjoying the shade,

sas p er wt the visit had been finished we learned that Mrs. Mc- 
Gregor had been left at the hotel for a brief respite after driving 
all the way from Little Falls, Minnesota, that day. It was the pur- 
pose of the pair to motor to Ames that evening and then take an 
early Sunday morning peek at the College herd, from there to sev- 
eral other herds and on down to the Mobley sale at Mt. Sterling 
and the Ohio State picnic which had been set for the following 
Thursday. Knowing Kenneth’s failing—his inability to get away 
on short notice from a group of good cattle, we were more or less 
worried about his appointments and so decided in the wee hours 
of the night to break away from home before sunup to pick up the 
McGregors at Ames and act as sort of a guide over what had been 
an uncharted course. 

We reached Ames just as they were ready to start for the 
campus.. Little did we dream that such a lovely ten days were 
ahead of us—best company in the world, these McGregors. The 
sun was just coming over the hills when we turned in at the cam- 
pus—naturally Herdsman Georgie Edwards was the only soul 
about the barns. George is an obliging in- 
dividual and took the time to show all his 
steers in preparation, Shorthorns, Herefords 
and Aberdeen-Angus, then the bulls and the 
breeding herd which was out in the pasture 
about a mile away.

Pure Pride of Page 421241 last year’s International 
senior and grand champion cow and Blackbird of Page 10th 437373 
the junior champion female of the same show both looked ready 
for the 1931 fray—this is a great pair of cows by Glencarnock 
Revolution 6th 384963, by Blackcap Revolution. The great string 
of “Benz” bulls at the barn look like they would be able to take 
care of themselves at the 1931 shows. 

At Rose Hill we left the paving and wound around through 
the low hills to Johnnie Brown’s place. Nobody home, the man 
next door advised that the big city of Des Moines had lured the 
family for the afternoon, so he did the best he could to show the 
cattle in the fitting stable, many of which had appeared in the 
show rings, and very successfully, throughout last year’s circuits. 
Revolution 37th by Blackcap Revolution is in excellent form as is 
the 1931 International Junior Champion, Burgess Marshall 3d 
433575, by Elgon Marshall 2d by Earl Marshall. Revolution 84th 
is serving as chief stock bull. This is a trio that brought home 
many championship ribbons last year. The females were looking 
fine too. Elliott seems to possess the happy faculty of getting his 
cattle in fine fit. 

Another hour found the two cars parked in Pat Donohoe’s 
front yard at the famous old Brookside Farms. It was a hot drive 
and a crooked road that led to Brookside. The jolly Pat took us 
over to the big pasture where a great lot of wonderfully made and 
wonderfuily bred cows were knee deep in blue grass. In fact the 


grass was most tall enough to cover the fine crop of calves that 
seemed to be hiding away. The Donohoe cows have long been fa- 
mous for their type and quality. These cows have been hand pick- 
ed and saved back as the foundation for one of America’s greatest 
future breeding plants.

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Doonholm Castle 


By Kenneth McGregor. 


I had been looking forward to my visit to Colonel Norman 
Kennedy of Doonholm Castle. I had met Colonel and Mrs. Kennedy 
at the Perth show the week previous, and was very much impress- 
ed with their wonderful interest in their cattle. I had read about 
the Doonholm herd for years and knew that it was regarded as one 
of the very top herds of Great Britain. The shows of England and 
Scotland for the last twenty years had been dominated by the great 
females produced at Doonholm. Year after year the champion fe- 
males of England and Scotland had been produced at Doonholm. 
This included such famous winning cows as, Euroto, Ellen Terry, 
Elfleda and other noted champion cows. This record of great win- 
nings of the Doonholm females, all down through these years has 
given this herd a leading place among the great herds of Great 
Britain. This does not mean that they have not produced some 
wonderful bulls also, but their record with females has been so 
outstanding that breeders in Scotland generally, speak of the won- 
“ag winning cows from Doonholm as the great feature of that 

erd. 

I was familiar with the names of a good many of these cham- 
pion cows before I went to Scotland. I was also familiar with 
some of the great bulls that had been used in this herd, including 
the great champions of their day, Matador of Bywell, Mondello, 
Prince Benson of Ballindalloch and other equally famous bulls. 
With this knowledge in mind, you can imagine how interested I 
was when I left Glasgow for Ayr on one of the fast evening trains 
on this, my last evening in Scotland. The train was crowded with 
people returning home from Glasgow. They all seemed to be 
healthy, red cheeked and happy, and as I looked at them, I tried 
to picture to myself, who they were and what their business was. 
It was raining all the way down and it was too dark to see any of 
the country. As I rode on the train that night, I not only thought 
of the wonderful herd of cattle I was going to see and the wonder- 
ful people I was going to visit, but also the historic country that 
I was travelling through. This was the district of Ayr, famous for 
its Ayrshire cattle and practically all other breeds of live stock that 
are produced in Scotland. Here was the country of Bobby Burns, 
which he has made famous the world over with his poems. It is to 
this city of Ayr that the people go by the thousands every year to 
visit the home of Bobby Burns and it is this city of Ayr that peo- 
ple read about in the poems of Bobby Burns. 

We arrived at Ayr about six-thirty p. m. Colonel Norman 
Kennedy and his young daughter met me at the station. They had 
expected me the night before and were worried wondering what 
had happened to me. By this time, I had become all mixed in my 
schedule and had become a day late everywhere. In driving from 
Ayr to Doonholm, Colonel Kennedy’s Estate, we passed some very 
interesting places. The most interesting of all however was the 
home of Bobby Burns. When Colonel Kennedy told me about this, 
I immediately became interested and we agreed then to come back 
early the next morning to see this old home of the famous Scotch 
poet, Bobby Burns. The country around Ayr and the city itself, 
is very beautiful and very historic and I was tingling with interest 
from the very minute I landed there. 

We arrived at Doonholm Castle, Colonel Kennedy’s home, in 
the rain about 7 p.m. We were there met by Mrs. Kennedy. We 
had an hour before dinner time which gave us an opportunity to 
talk and get cleaned up. I had travelled this far so fast and with 
so little time to catch up with my trunk that I had practically run 
out of all clean clothes and from the look of my grip when I went 
to clean up, one would know that the end of my travels had about 
arrived. 

The dinner in the Kennedy home that night had been prepared 
especially in my honor. It was a typical Scotch dinner. We had 
haggis, a famous Scotch dish and something that I had never tast- 
ed before. We had Scotch grouse that Colonel Kennedy had shot 
himself and other wonderful delicacies peculiar to Scotland, all of 
which I enjoyed to the utmost. During the dinner we talked about 
Scotland, about cattle and also about America. I found Mrs. Ken- 
nedy and Colonel Kennedy interested in everything to do with 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and most widely informed. 

After dinner, we went to the library and there in front of the 
fire place, I spent one of the most interesting evenings that I have 
ever spent. We first saw pictures of famous winners that had been 

roduced at Doonholm. Then I heard Mrs. Kennedy and Colonel 
ennedy tell of how they named their animals. They are both

Colonel Kennedy showed me pictures tak 2 
during the war. These pictures were taken by him in Galli ~ 
where he spent most of the period of the war fighting with oe ‘ 
British Army. We saw pictures taken in that section under t. 7 
ble conditions, although to look at the pictures, everybod 7 
pleasant and happy. Our conversation that night continued untit 
after midnight. Before going to bed, we agreed to have ieee rn 
at 8:00 a. m., go immediately to Bobby Burns’ cottage and ther 
meet at the barns where the Doonholm herd would be seen at 9:00 
a.m. , 

Needless to say I awakened full of interest in the morni 
promptly at 8:00 o’clock Mrs. Kennedy, Colonel Kennedy td 
met in the dining room. Immediately after breakfast, Colonel 
Kennedy and I left for Bobby Burns’ cottage. This famous place 
visited annually by over 500,000 tourists from all over the world is 
just a short distance from the gate leading into Doonholm Estate 
As we drove down a row of trees from the house that morning 
Colonel Kennedy pointed out to me the fact that these trees had 
been planted there years ago by Bobby Burns’ father who was 
gardener on the estate. Between the estate gates and the Burns’ 
cottage, we passed the old Haunted Kirk and the Brig 0’ Doon 
famous in Bobby Burns’ “Tam O’ Shanter Poem.” I was thrilled 
with it all and was wishing that I could only spend a longer time 
to hear all about it and thoroughly absorb it all. 

The cottage itself is low and thatched roofed. The walls are 
of stone, the same as most buildings in Scotland. We were admit- 
ted by a guard at the gate and taken into the cottage. This is the 
place where Bobby Burns was born and raised and spent a large 
part of his life. He was a plough boy on the neighboring farm 
and worked from the time he was old enough. The cottage was 
divided into two sections, one was the cow stable and the other 
part was the home of the Burns family. There was a partition of 
course between of stone. I imagine the length of the whole cot- 
tage was 40 feet and was about 25 feet wide. The sleeping bunks 
were there and other furniture as in the past. It was wonderful 
to think that here in this little cottage, one of the world’s greatest 
poets was born and raised and in this cottage, he received most of 
his inspiration and education which enabled him to write as he did. 
In the adjoining museum we saw pictures of his early life and 
many different things that were closely connected with his life. 


From the cottage we drove directly back to the Doonholm 
barns. Here we were met by Mr. John Grant, manager of the 
Doonholm herd and one of the most famous cattle men of Scotland. 
Everything seemed to be at attention for our arrival. Mrs. Ken- 
nedy had arrived just ahead of us. We started out by seeing some 
of the individual famous cows of the herd. Mrs. Kennedy knew 
them all by name and was intensely interested in them all. Every 
animal on the farm seemed to be in its proper place and any one 
of them appeared ready to lead into a show ring at any moment. I 
never saw a herd of cattle in such fine bloom and uniformally so 
good. Some of the younger animals being fitted for show were 
led out for our inspection and they were really wonderful. The 
first thing I noticed about these Doonholm cattle was their depth 
of body, their loveliness and smoothness and their wonderful un- 
der lines as well as top lines. They were of medium size all the 
way through, plenty big enough, but no coarseness about them. 
The females all had a distinctive femininity about them that was 
most attractive. After several of the younger animals had been 
led out for us, including a wonderful three year old heifer, called 
Bryony of Doonholm, a Blackbird by Prince Benson of Ballindal- 
loch, one of the greatest sires of Scotland and a bull that did won- 
derful work in the Doonholm herd, we went to the barn. There 
we saw a lineup of females, in that one barn that was worth the 
trip to Scotland to see. At the head of the line stood Elmina of 
Doonholm. This was an Elba Erica daughter of Prince Benson of 
Ballindalloch and is one of the greatest cows I have ever seen. She 
was low set, smooth, deep and still with plenty of scale. She had a 
beautiful head and was a real cow all the way through. I mark 
her as the best cow in the Doonholm herd and one of the finest 
cows I had ever seen. This cow was the Breed Champion at the 
Royal and Highland Show in 1929, and has been a regular pro- 
ducer ever since. She looked not only to (Continued on page 18

Mobley Sale 


Is Highly Satisfactory zo Owners 


needed generally to have been a very 
oe event is the report for W. Dean 
Mobley & Sons, draft sale of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle at the farm near Mt. Sterling, 
Illinois, on Monday, June 15th. The fore- 
noon was well spent in looking over the 
cattle that had been brought close to the 
barn and placed in small lots of easy ac- 
cess. The Mobleys had spent much time 
shaping what proved to be an ideal pro- 
gram along educational lines which was 
given in the sale tent between the hours of 
ten and twelve o’clock noon. 

Promptly at the stated hour the large 
crowd of perhaps 600 farmers and breeders 
were called to the sale tent where the wel- 
come to Brown county was given by County 
Agent W. E. Loard, who also acted as 
chairman for the occasion. 

The next speaker was Kenneth McGreg- 
or, of Page, North Dakota, who told a fas- 
cinating story of his visit to the herds in 
Scotland last winter, stressing the fact that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle have in the old 
country been bred on the same farm and 
by the same family, in many instances, for 
as many as 150 years. Mr. McGregor em- 
phasized the importance of son following 
father in the cattle breeding business in 
order that the succeeding generations might 
reap the reward of continuity of effort in 
establishing type, uniformity and quality. 
It was clearly pointed out that the breeders 
in Scotland have followed such a program 
and as a result have developed no small ad- 
vantage over we of this country who get 
in the business perhaps for a few years and 
perhaps for a single generation. Mr. Mc- 
Gregor’s admonition or rather plea to the 
young folks present was to get in line, 
study the breeding business, and go along 
in dad’s footsteps, spending their life time 
improving the cattle of their father’s gen- 
eration. 

Aberdeen-Angus Affairs in Missouri by 
Prof. E. A. Trowbridge, of the animal hus- 
bandry department of the University of 
Missouri, threw much light on what had 
been and still is being accomplished with 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in his splendid 
state. E. T. Davis, Secretary of the Iowa 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association dis- 
cussed the Outlook for Beef Cattle Inter- 
ests in Iowa, telling of the increased inter- 
est and the establishing of many new 
breeding herds the last year with prospects 
for many more to be established during the 
present year. More and more, he says, are 
the farmers of the corn belt arriving at the 
conclusion that it is good business to estab- 
lish breeding herds of good beef cattle 
from which to grow their own feeder calves. 
Especially is this true where small num- 
bers of feeders are desired. 

Prof. Rusk of the University of Illinois 
department of animal husbandry had been 
assigned the topic of Pure Bred Beef Cat- 
tle in Illinois, and his statements while cov- 
ering many new aspects of the business 
coincided nicely with the general theme— 
improved conditions, through increased de- 
mand for Aberdeen-Angus cattle for foun- 
dation herds from which to grow beef cat- 
a7 feeders. 

cago was represented by Secretar 
W. H. Tomhave of the demmiegn Pride 
Angus. Breeders’ Association who gave a 
splendid general synopsis of conditions as 
viewed from his office, from a national 


standpoint. His talk was very encourag- 
ing for Aberdeen-Angus enthusiasts. The 
General Status and Future Outlook for 
Beef Cattle Interests was discussed inter- 
estingly by General Manager B. H. Heide, 
of the International Live Stock Exposition. 

Immediately following the program the 
crowd was dismissed to assemble at the big 
tent close by where the Brown County 4-H 
Club boys and girls served an Aberdeen- 
Angus roast beef dinner. In order that 
those who should attend this sale might 
enjoy at least once in their lifetime a real 
meat feast the Mobleys had slaughtered 
and prepared one of their fine young steers, 
which had been properly seasoned in one 
of the city shop coolers, and was handed 
out—by the lively boys and girls—in the 
form of roast beef sandwiches, so appetiz- 
ing that many fell in line for a second help- 
ing. 

At one o’clock the sale crowd was called 
and the tent soon filled to capacity. Cols. 
Kraschel and Cooper alternated in the box 
and were ably assisted at the ringside by 
Frank Richards of the Drovers Journal, A. 
D. Bradshaw and Roy McCaskill, local Illi- 
nois men. The nine young bulls sold read- 
ily but at figures at first rather disappoint- 
ing for they were the equal of bulls sold 
within the year for much more money. 
However when conditions were considered 
it was found that they attained very satis- 
factory prices as compared with bulls sell- 
ing at about the same time. The average 
being right at $120.00 per head. 

The forty head of females passed the 
block quickly at what was considered very 
satisfactory prices, the average being 
$135.00 per head with two cows making the 
top of $215.00 each. 

The Mobleys expressed themselves as 
highly pleased with the consideration ac- 
corded them and their cattle, insisting that 
they will immediately set about prepara- 
tions for the next sale to be held from 
Meadow View Farms. They are getting 
another 100% calf crop and find that this 
is a fine way in which to find a market for 
their surplus. It was generally agreed by 
those interested in the successful outcome 
of this sale that it pays to put on an auc- 
tion sale when well conducted and well ad- 
vertised as was this event. Publicity is a 
mighty factor in the pure bred business 
and the Mobleys are one family in dozens 
who realize fully this element. 

The fact that a breeder is able to gather 
in a few hours one afternoon at his own 
doorstep the cash for all the surplus cattle 
that he may have at that time, in such an 
amount as $6500.00 in times of depression 
and disgruntlement speaks well for his 
goods and: his method of doing’ business.

Kansas Turning Cattlewise. 

James B. Hollinger, Chapman, Kansas, 
writes: “I have noticed much more inter- 
est in Aberdeen-Angus cattle the past sea- 
son than heretofore, in spite of the fact 
that the corn crop and roughage were 
practically a failure over a big part of the 
state.

The show herd looks 
very promising and the steer prospects are 
as good or better than any time in the 
past. We will probably start with our 
show herd at Aurora or Sedalia.” .

Ali vishts reserved by Author. OF the Abortion Infected Herd 


Concluded in this issue. 


The following suggestions for handling 
the abortion infected herd are in conform- 
ity with the facts as shown by the studies 
just completed and represent our present 
knowledge on this subject. 

Selecting the Plan. ; 

The most important thing is the selection 
of a plan or method of procedure that will 
fit the case. In too many instances a plan 
is outlined for a herd of grade cattle of low 
value, that would be practical only for an 
expensive pure bred herd. Poor judgment 
in this respect will in most instances result 
in failure. In a herd where there is rela- 
tively heavy infection (25% or more) and 
the animals could be replaced at an expen- 
diture of not to exceed $15 or so per head 
over and above what could be secured for 
the herd for beef, this would seem to be 
the logical way to handle the herd. 

The cattle owner should realize that the 
expense of getting rid of this infection is 
going to be heavy. It will in most instan- 
ces range from at least $15 to $50 per head. 
With this knowledge the owner will know 
whether it will pay him to attempt to treat 
his present herd or to replace them. 

Getting the Herd Ready. 

The following procedure should be car- 
— out regardless of what plan is to be 
used: 

(1) All cows should be examined for 
breeding diseases and treatment started 
where advisable. Cows with chronic in- 
flammation of the breeding organs and 
cows that are carrying infection are large- 
ly responsible for the failure of any plan 
that may be used. If the animal cannot be 
gotten healthy from a breeding standpoint 
she should be eliminated from the herd be- 
fore anything is done in way of treatment. 

(2) Calving or maternity stalls should 
be constructed. They should be so con- 
structed that they can be easily and thor- 
oughly cleaned and disinfected. They 
should be so arranged that there will be 
no danger of infecting the other cattle or 
their feed and drink from any discharges. 
They should be suitable for keeping the 
cows in quarantine until they have return- 
ed to normal. 

(3) As far as practical have the cows 
give birth to their calves as near each oth- 
er as possible. Were it possible to have all 
cows calve within a four month period, this 
would give at least a six month period dur- 
ing which there would be no active center 
of infection of the disease in the herd. This 
would be of great assistance in destroying 
the infection. 

(4) The herd should be placed upon a 
balanced ration containing ample protein 
and minerals and their general condition 
built up as much as possible. 

(5) Where an attempt is to be made to 
clean up abortion infection, the necessary 
equipment should be secured. A satisfact- 
ory spraying outfit, steel brushes, scrapers 
and a good supply of a good cresol dip; 
with most herds this would mean from 30 
to 50 gallons of dip at least. Where fix- 
tures are of steel, a blow torch is a valu- 
able implement to use in disinfecting. A 
good supply of lye is generally needed to 
use in cleaning. 

Treatment of the Herd. 

(1) With the first abortion it is desir- 
able to consider it contagious abortion and 
consider all members of the herd infected 


with the disease, or wait 3 or 4 weeks and 
draw blood sample of the aborting animal 
and have agglutination test made. The an- 
imal should be placed in quarantine at once 
and kept there until all discharges have 
ceased. 

(2) A veterinarian should be secured at 
the first sign of trouble and the herd plac- 
ed under his care. A definite plan should 
be adopted at once. 

(3) Because of the unreliability of the 
blood test we prefer to consider all animals 
as potentially infected rather than to de- 
pend upon the test. By such action we do 
not miss any of the reactors as is often 
done when the blood test is used. If every 
animal is placed in quarantine and kept 
there at calving time and until she is nor- 
mal, there is no chance for the infection to 
reach other animals. 

(4) Thorough cleaning and disinfection 
by scrubbing with lye solution (one pound 
of lye to 30 to 40 gallons of boiling water), 
the use of blow torches, followed by a so- 
lution of stock dip. A general cleaning 
and disinfection at least twice yearly and 
a local cleaning and disinfection as needed 
with aborting or diseased animals. 

(5) Manure should be removed from 
contact with any of the herd. Should be 
placed on fields other than those used for 
pastures. 

(6) Breed only cows that are known to 
be sexually healthy. Have them examined 
by your veterinarian to determine this fact. 

(7) Introduce unbred heifers into the 
herd. Do not buy bred heifers or cows. 

(8) Where there has been several abor- 
tions in the herd vaccinate the unbred heif- 
ers and cows from 60 to 90 days before 
they are to be bred. 

(9) Cows that are with calf should be 
allowed to go unmolested, excepting that 
they should be kept as much as possible 
away from all possible sources of infection. 
After calving we can see no objection to 
their being vaccinated just as soon as they 
return to normal. 

(10) Do not have any pre-formed con- 
clusions of the length of time required to 
get rid of the infection and do not consider 
your work finished when you have vaccin- 
ated and cleaned up and disinfected. Keep 
in mind that you must carry this plan 
through until every animal in the herd has 
passed through one entire breeding and 
production cycle which will often mean as 
long as 18 months to two years time.

Likes His Doddies. 


Walter K. Sharpe, Chambersburg, Pa., 
who established a herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle about two years ago writes: “This 
is a dairy section, but I believe the people 
will gradually become educated to beef cat- 
tle on farms having plenty of pasture. I 
find these Aberdeen-Angus cattle extreme- 
ly hardy.

From the barns we went back through 
the trees and green pastures to the Doon- 
holm castle. On the trip back I had a 
chance to see the estate proper. I never 
saw anything more beautiful; wonderful big 
trees, wonderful pastures and beautiful 
flowers. One thing I noticed was that un- 
der the trees coming up through the grass, 
were what looked to be millions of narcissi 
and other flowers of similar kinds. The 
castle itself is a very large place covered 
with vines and surrounded with shrubs and 
flowers. The river Doon, famous for its 
beauty, winds around the estate and the 
castle sits up high with the river on two 
sides. Down on the level with the river 
were at least five acres of regular gardens.

Kennedy, to eat on the train, I drove from 
Doonholm that noon filled with enthusiasm 
for the hospitality of Doonholm and thrill- 
ed with the wonderful cattle and country I 
had seen. Colonel Kennedy and Mrs. Ken- 
nedy stood on the steps of the castle as I 
drove away. I was full of excitement and 
ideas and was wishing that I could only 
stay longer. I wanted to get it all into my 
mind so that I would not forget it. When 
we got to Ayr I had a few minutes to 
spare and I ran across the street to a store 
I saw and there I bought a few curios with 
Bobby Burns as the central figure. I also 
bought a book of Bobby Burns’ poems as 
I wanted to read Tam O’ Shanter, while I 
had the Haunted Kirk and the Brig O’ 
Doon in my mind. On my way from Ayr 
to Glasgow that day, as I ate my lunch, I 
read Tam O’ Shanter. The country we 
passed through that noon between Ayr and 
Glasgow was very beautiful and very inter- 
esting and I was glad to have the oppor- 
tunity to see it. 

Upon arriving in Glasgow I had to hurry 
to get ready to catch the train which would 
connect with my boat which would bring 
me back to America. My trunk had to be 
located, which was really quite a job, but 
it all ended all right and I was on the boat 
on the way for home by four o’clock that 
afternoon. I could hardly believe as the 
boat started out that I had finished the 
most wonderful trip of my life and in the 
space of a few days had seen the greatest 
herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in exist- 
ence. The sudden change from the beauti- 
ful Doonholm to the boat was almost un- 
believable and the picture of the castle with 
Colonel Kennedy and Mrs. Kennedy stand- 
ing in front waving good-bye remained in 
my mind all the way home on that boat.
